and R ichard Johnson. Support­ 
ers of the old soldier form ed 
m arching clubs in every town, 
with.the clubs banding togeth­ 
er for m am m oth 
torch-light 
parades. So did V an Buren a d ­ 
herents. The W h ig rallying cry

Tyler, 
too" had its counterpart in the

chont of the m arching Dem o­ 
crats. H arrison's log cobin and 
cider jug em blem contended 
against spectacular "Lib e rty 
Poles". 
Because it was before 
the days of the telegraph, it 


was not until m id-D ecem ber 
that Salem knew the result.
